TAYLOR, THE THUG. 


A Man Who Stabbed Seventeen Persous 
and Shot Twenty-Eight Finally Haaged. 
PHILADELPHIA, Pa., July 16.—Joseph Taylor, who, 

on May 31, 1884, brutally murdered Keeper Michael 
F. Deran at the Eastern Penitentiary by beating 
out his brains with a wooden bobbin and a bar of 
iron, was hangedin the corridor of the county 
prison at 10 o’clock this morning. The keeper had 
administered to Taylor nauseating medicine which 
the prisen doctor had prescribed,and thereby 


curred Taylor’s animosity. On the date mea" 


tioned, Doran entered Taylor's cell, and, as he did 
so, Taylor, who had been lying in wait, sprang for- 

ward and struck him with a heavy woodbn bobbin 
which had been used in the prisoh works for reel- 
ing yarn. Doran staggered forward, and Taylor, 
siezing an iron bar, literally beat the crown of the 
man's heed off with it. Then, leaving the keeper 

groaning on the blood-stained floor, he went back to 
his cell and lay downon his bed. Ten minutes 

later an overseer found the two men in 
these positions. At the trial a determined effort was 
made on the part of Taylor’s counsel to prove his 
insanity as a defense, which Taylor did his best to 
strengthen by his behavior in the dock, but the jury 
returned a verdict of guilty. Taylor was only 28 
years of age. He was of a vicious disposition, and 
the police records show that he stabbed seventeen 
persons and shot twenty-eicht during the ten years 
before the murder. Thecrime for which he was 
incarcerated, when he killed Keeper Doran, was 
committed twenty-four hours afterhe had con- 
cluded a term of three years for stabbing a police- 
man and special officer. His crimes began with his 
cutting a boy companion when but 15 years old.

TROUBLE FEARED. 


A Collision Between the Gentiles and Mor. 
mons Imminent, 

Omana, Nes., July 16.—Gen. Howard, command- 
ing the department of the Platte, returned to 
Omaha last evening from Salt Lake City in which 
place he spent the Fourth of July.

THE TWO SITES. | 
The majority of the inspectors have seen fit 
to locate the new Penitentiary at Kansas City 
and to set aside the previous location at Cape 
u, on the Mississippi River. In view 
of the fact that a great deal of money will be 
expended about this institution, it will not be 
uninteresting to the tax-payers of the State to 
know some of the advantages between these 
two locations. In examining this matter 
we find that the $20,000 appropriated 
for a site will buy about twenty acres of 
ground at $1,000 an acre, and this is a low esti- 
mate near Kansas City, but would have bought 
at least 200 acres near Cape Girardeau. In 
other words, a farm large enough to raise all 
the agricultural products needed to feed the 
convicts Gould have been provided for the 
$20,000 near Cape Girardeau, and thus at least 
$10,000 to $15,000 saved the State per year. At 
Kansas City the institution will have to be lo- 
cated about two miles from the Missouri River, 
and the water needed will have to be 
brought from the Kansas City Water Works 
forever, while at Cape Girardeau the 
prison would have fronted on the river and 
would havesupplied itself with water at a small 
expense. On the site at Kansas City, if the site 
most eligible is selected, not a stone can be 
quarried, and the necessary stone must be 
brought from the State of Kansas or somewhere 
in Missouri, at acostof $8 a car. At Cape Girar- 
deau all the stone to build the prison was found 
on the ground. Noone hasin a reliable way 
declared himself reatly to employ convict labor 
at Kansas City, but at Cape Girardeau the em- 
ployment of all surplus convicts was guaran- 
teed by a bond in the sum of $150,000, and it 
was agreed that the highest price now paid 
for convict labor at Jefferson City should be 
paid. At Kansas City the State will have 
to build a sewer of at least two or 
three miles in length for the prison, at ng. 
small expense. At Cape Girardeau the build- 
ing of the sewer would have been a trifling 
expense. At Kansas City no raw material will 
be found on the site upon which to employ the 
convicts in case the contract system is abol- 
ished. At Cape Girardeau a site could have 
been procured that would have given employ- 
ment to the convicts. In short, the situation 
at Kansas City will be dependent altogether on 
material to be imported from élsewhere, while 
in Southeast Missouri ample raw material was 
close at hand. At Kansas City the institution 
will bea breeder of mischief, while at Cape 
Girardeau, being situated on one side of the 
State, the institution would have occasioned no 
harm and trouble to our laboring men nor 
been the cause of agitation. It is, however, 
useless to say more, as the institution has been 
located by a majority of the inspectors, and 
the people of the State will now have to foot 
the bill and meet the difficulties which are sure

R. R. TAX JUGGLING. 

The State Board of Equalization has decided 
to take no action in regard to the oniftted rail- 
road assessment until the State Supreme Court 
shall have heard and decided a pending case 
which is supposed to involve a definition of the 
Board’s legal powers in the premises. That 
case was made up and docketed with a clear 
understanding of the fact that there are cases 
still pending on that docket which were orally 
argued ten years ago, before Judges who have 
since died without rendering a decision. But 
as some troublesome people are inclined to raise 
an occasional clamor about the omitted rail- 
road assessment, the Board at last agrees to ask 
the court to advance the assessment case on the 
docket. . 

The only question involved is simply whether 
the Legislature and the State officers can, be- 
tween them, set aside and nullify, directly or 
indirectly, all the positive provisions and man- 
dates of Missouri's. Constitution in regard to 
the taxation and regulation of railroads; but, 
from present appearances, the State officers 
and the State Supreme Court will, between 
them, manage to postpone for a great many 
years a final and effective decision of that 
question. - 3 

All the provisions of the Constitution against 
railroad consolidations and discriminations, 
and all its mandates making it the sworn duty 
of the Legislature to inforce these provisions 
by penal statutes and other effective remedies, 
have been ignored. The Constitution also 
positively forbids any surrender or 
suspension of the power to tax 
corporations or corporate prosperity; positive- 
ly forbids the exemption from taxation of any 
property not enumerated in Sec. 6, Art. 10; 
and expressly déprives the General Assembly 
of any power ‘‘toffelease or extinguish, in whole 
prt in part, the indebtefiness, liability or obli- 
gation of any corporation or individual to this 
State, or to any county of municipal corpora- 
tion therein.” Any act of the Legislature hav- 
ing such effect is null and void; no State officer 
is bound by it or can obey it without a breach 
of his primary obligations to obey and uphold 
the organié law of the State. And yet some- 
how a Democratic General Assembly and a 
Democratic State Government have, between 
them, managed to skip a year in the assess-

The ques- 
tion whether the industries of Missouri are to be 
discriminated against and crushed or stifled by 
corpofations enfranchised in Missouri and con- 
trolled from New York, will enter into ib, The 
Constitution of this State has, for ten years 
past, or ever since the people adopted it, been 
treated as a dead letter, in order that monopo- 
lists might blackmail and crush out the manu- 
facturing and commercial enterprises of the 
State. The dominant party has been organ- 
ized as & monopoly „and the relatives 
of ,Democratic office- and leaders are 
to-day drawing more pay from the ralirdads 
than from the State. During all the years 
since the Constitution was adopted Senator 
COCKRELL has stumped the State in every con- 
test, but never uttered one word calling atten- 


tion to the gross violations of the Constitution, 


nor one word in favor of an efficient enforce- 
ment of its provisions. Before the next Legis- 
lature is elected there will be laid before the 
voters a great deal of information, which they 
have not now, in regard to the damage inflicted 
on the industries of Missouri by the political 
conspiracies and combinations that have pre- 
vented the enforcement of her fundamental 


law.

Switrz_er. But a few days ago the Washing- 
ton correspondents announced that he had not 
only fitted up an elegantly and luxuriously 
furnished private room inthe Bureau of Sta- 
tistics, and supplied himself with boxes of lav- 
ender kids, bottles of the most ravishing per- 
fumery and an atomizer, but had discovered 
some loophole in the law through which he 
could annex to his clerical force five blooming 
and beautiful female copyists of his own per- 
sonal selection, without reference to the cold- 
blooded examiners of the Civil Service Board.

Col. Swrrzier had not, 
at last accounts, resigned his commission in 
disgust,. but that is only because bf is “a 
sticker from Stickersville,” and all who know 
him must know how he will suffer under the 
decision which imposes on him the faded and 
elderly female specimens that are most liable 
to win in a competitive examination of clerical 
skill.

Coolies Coming Over. 
From the Tacoma (W. IT.) News, 

The frequent announcement of the arrival of 
large numbers of Chinese at the port of Victoria, 
which seems to be augmented by the failure ef the 
local Government to secure any prohibitory meas- 
ures, is but a notice to the authorities of the United 
States of an invasion of our Territory by these 
fresh Mongolian recruits. Since the landing there, 
a . few days ago, of a cargo of 
800 Chinese, the leader 4 of whom 
made bold to assert that they expected soon to be- 
come residents of the United States, we are in- 
formed that they have been successfully carrying 
out their plan, and landing by the boat-load on this 
side of the border. The ease with wh this is ac- 
complished, owing to the nature of the 
passages, renders any ordinary effort at prevention 
next to futile. No assistance, of course, can be ex- 
pected from British authorities, who would rather 
encourage and aid their departure, while numerous 
points at which they effect landing. by skulking be- 
hind islands and seeking the seclusion of bays and 
inlets, almost preclude the possibility of capture, 
even were proper diligence exercised. The Oliver 
Woleott, which has been dispatched to cruise 
among the islands to intercept their movements, if 
possible, has been ordered to San Francisco, so that 
we shall be left virtually defenseless against the 
free and unimpéded ingress of these anaes 
hordés to our Territory.

Pay Clubs Advanced Rates. 


A Post-Disratom reporter was fortunate enough 
yesterday to find Henry Gays, the new general 
‘manager of the Wiggins Ferry Company, in the 
office of that company,on Third and Chestnut 
streets. Mr. Gays has returned to the city just in 
time to catch the full force of the wrath of those 
establishments in Hast St. Louis which suffer by 
the recent advance in switching charges, for the 
storm, instead of blowing over, has been ang- 
mented inthe last two days, and the full force of 
the hurricane will probably concentrate itself 
around Mr. Gays’ devoted head seme time to-day. 
Notwithstanding this unpleasant state of 
affairs, Mr, Gays did not seem at 
all averse to talking. “We consider this 
new tariff reasonable.“ said he, “and the charges 
as they should be. The original charge of $1 a car 
was made atatime whén 20,000 pounds was con- 
sidered a carload. After this the minimum was ad- 
vanced to 25,000 pounds without a corresponding 
advance in the price of switching. In other words, 
where the charge had been 6-10c per 100 pounds it 
became 4-100 per 100; We have followed out the 
principle of recognizing 25,000 pounds asa 
minimum carload and charging for any additional 
weight that may be inthe car at a preportionate 
rate. As we look at it it, is unfair to charge the 
same for moving a ear containing 4,000 to 
50,000 pounds as we would charge did the 
car contain 25,000 pounds, We are 
not desirous of doing the manufacturing 
or shipping interests any in justice, and while we 
are firmly convinced that the true basis of charge 
is on a fixed unit, excess weight to contribute its 
share of revenue, we might be willing to place a 
unit that would be recognized aad used by all the 
roads terminating in East St. Louis." 

Further, Mr. Gays stated that very few cars 
were switched holding less than 2,000 
pounds, and that many ran up to 
50,000 pounds. The average, he said, was less than 
80,000 pounds. If the East St. Louis elevator peo- 
ple said that their cars would average 35, 000 pounds, 
they were mistaken. All of the elevators were 
placed on the same basis, except the Star Elevator, 
and these two roads handled the business, the IIli- 
nois and St. Louis Road not being under 
the control of the Wiggins Company. In an- 
swer to a question, Mr. Gays stated that 
undoubtedly the Belt Road would rather handle 
one car of 50,000 pounds than two cars of 25,000 
pounds each. They could not, however, handle 
one car of 50,000 pounds quite as cheaply as one car 
of 25,000 pounds. He thought the estimate of cost 
of switching at 70 cents per car extrava- 
gantly low. Still, admitting this, and that 
the Belt Road had handled 49.000 
cars at 51 each last year, with $18,000 
interest to pay on stock and bonds, it would have 
lost $6,000. Mr. Gayssays he has not been con- 
nected with the Wiggins Company long enough to 
know why cars could be switched twelve mileson 
this side of the river over valuable down-town 
property for $1 a car and could not be switched in 
East St. Louis for less than $2 to $8 a car over one-

What the Texans Claim to Have 
Lost by the Trail Fight Already.

Commissioner Colman's Aid Invoked 
in the Matter —A Couple of Gentle- 
men Who Appear to Have Spoken 
Too Soon— Details of a Mixed Mud- 
dle. 


The dispute between the holders of lands in the 
neutral strip district of Indian Territory and the 
cattlemen of northern Texas over the right of way 
through the neutral strip has assumed a new phase, 
and, unless the neutral strip men withdraw their 
opposition to the use of the trail adopted by the 
Dallas convention held in Texas several months 
ago, the Texans threaten to make a personal matter 
of the fight, and ask the authorities at Washington 
to inquire into the right of any person to prohibit 
the passage of cattle which have been declared 
healthy and sound by veterinarians of geod stand- 
ing. The neutral strip Hes between Texas and Col- 
orado and has an established trail running across 
it, which is the only outlet for Texas cattle into 
Colerado. If it is will be held on the 
Texas ranges to the great loss of their owners. 
Mr. A. L. Mercer, editor of the Northwestern Live 
Stock Journal, at Cheyenne, Wroming, who passed 
through the city en route for Washington, speak- 
ing to a Post-Dispatcnu reporter on the subject at 
the St. James hotel, said:

This morning a Post-Dispaton reporter saw a 
copy of the following telegram which was sent 
frem Texas to Commissioner Colman at Washing- 
gS angen ye 

“The trails sought to be traveled by the Texan 
drovers are well established by use common 
consent. The trail agreed upon by the Dallas meet- 
ing is the only practicable one to Colorado. Great 
injustice and injury has been done the live stock 
interest of our State by the steppage of the cattle. 
There is no doubt of the facts as stated by Gover- 
nor Ireland and Congressman Sayers. tary 
Lamar's course is highly commended by all, as an 
act of simple justice. 

[Signed] Joun N. Smrpson, 
President Texas Live Stock Association.” 

On the 11th inst. Messrs. W. A. Towers and Thos, 
A. Lee, signing themselves as representatives of 
Colorado, Kansas, Nortbern Texas, Missouri and 
Indian Territory Cattle Growers and Live Stock 
Association, telegraphed their version of the diff 
culty to Secretary mar to the effect that the 
right of trail threugh the neutral strip be denied the 
Texans. 

Subsequent investigation develops that Towers 
and Lee are interested in the cattie business in the 
neutral strip territory, and, while they may repre- 
seat the Kansas and Indian Territery associations, 
since the stand they take in their telegram is iden- 
tical with the interests 4 of those Sta 
they do not represent nor voice the 
sentiments of Coloradop Texas and Mis 
souri associations. This discovery is the new 
phase referred to above and will doubtless be urged 
against them by the Texans as ground for disre- 
garding their statements. Itis claimed that the 
“Northern Texas Live Stock Association“ does not 
exist, and that should the men belong to the

they were not authorized by them to make any 
statement to the Secretary as coming from them. 
At a meeting of the Colorado Association at Denver 
a resolution was unanimously adopted expressive 
of the sense of that Association, that owners of 
healthy cattle had the rightto drive them over 
public domain. This resolution is in direct oppo- 
sition to the position taken by Towers and in 
obstructing the drive through the neutral 
strip. All of the Texas cattle 
associations nad representatives at the Dallas meet- 
ing and concurred in the adoption of what is Known 
as the Dallas trail, which traverses the neutral strip 
and leads into Colorado, and itis safe to assume 
that Towers and have not been selected by 
them to rescind their actien in the matter, and undo 
all of their work at that meeting.
